is to be completed by the. end of 1027, 
the total expenditure being fixed at 
over $450,000,000. spread over tea con- 
secutive years. Of. the sum more thaa 
$375,000,000 is Intended for construc- 
tion of four battleships, four battle 
cruisers, 12 cruisers, 37 destroyers and 
a number of other war craft.
